The Board of Regents met on June

mum, two mills, this bringing in 
approximately the needed $800,000. 


After the meeting, Herbert Mar- | 


shall, chairman of the Board's fi- 
nance commitee, expressed “hope 
and confidence that the valuation 
problem of the city will be worked 


out by the equalization boards.” | 
He was referring to the uncer-. 
. tainty and confusion posed by the 


new 50-per cent law, ; 

A month later, on July 30, the 
Regents were called to a special 
meeting. Valuations for Douglas 


county had been raised to -$480,- 


000,000. The board cut the levy to

the levy. The 1.68-mill levy was 
determined after calculations 
showed this amount would bring 
in just what was needed for the 
“budget.
